Administrative report's^ from the field are analyzed monthly 
to determine the status of delinquency in espionage, internal ^ 
aecuritti, secur-i'tu "matter and foreign intelligence cases in classi: 
ficaiio'ns 65, 200' and lO^. Becent reports indicate a trend toward^ 
increase in delinquency f -in the s^ -otters * Overfall delinquency in 
the field in the security classifications has increased from H.pfo for 
the month of October, 19579 to ll.l^'/o for November, and IJ.l'jo for 
Decembe r Similarly, the number of offices having security • 
delinquency of 15% or mre has increased from an average of 6.5 offices 
during the six months^ prior' to No vem^er, 1957» to eight offices in 
November, and 2J offices in December, 1957* 

~ Several of the Special Agents in Charge v^o have been at tne | 
Seat of Government recently have advised me in discussions with them 
that they have found it necessary to draw men off of security work in 
their respective offices for utilization on other matters, primarily in 
the criminal field, such as the Top Hoodlum Program, Particularly has 
it been necessary to transfer to this work men wfio have acquired 
through experience in security work exceptionxil ability in the gathering 
of intelliaence information and in the use of special and unusual 
investigative- techniques* Thus, these men have been lost to the 
security squads of the various offices. 

As noted in my memorandum to you, l/3/5^s captioned "Domestic 
Intelligence Division," we conducted a survey in December, 19579 through- 
out the Division of cur proorams and personnel with a view to strean- 
lining wherever possible and to the elimination of any possible programs 
not absolutely essential to the fulfillment of our responsibilities in 
the internal security field. The programs and procedures being carried 
out are, as set out in my memorandum of l/3/5^s believed to be sound 
and necessary at the present time. Vie intend, therefore, to continue 
to insist to the field that all of our programs in the security field 
he kept current and up to date. We intend also to continue following 
the sj:atus of delinquency in security investigations and will analyze 
^he administrative reports for the month of January, 1952* ^^^^ received 
TSnd tKen report again as to what the trerjd may be in security delinquencij
